The little foreign colony, 585 miles | 
from the mouth of the Yangtze, is inj 
the midst of a hostile Chinese popula- | 
tion of more than 1,509,000, inflamed | 
by speeches of radical leaders who} 
have detailed alleged wrongs from | 
which the Chinese have suffered at!

Suspicion was expressed here that!

FOR CHANGES IN 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


Ottawa.—Applications for changes 
in the customs tariff continue. to ac- 
cumulate in the office of the tariff ad- 
| Visory board. 

The number of investigations now 
under way is forty, an increase of four 
in the last few weeks. The board will 
; meet on January 18 to continue sev- 
‘eral of these, and further sessions are 
| expected to take place before the close 
of the month. There is increasing evi- 
dence that organizations of business 
;men and others are taking keen inter- 
est in the work of the board and are 

| Preparing to use the facilities it offers 

‘ta get their point of view before those 
| whose responsibility it is to decide on 
; Questions of tariff policy. 

Word has been received that the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture is 
submitting 2 memorandum on the ap- 
| plication for an increase in duty on 
|corn and cane syrups. The council, 
;also, intervened in the application for 
{increase in dutes on fruits and veget- 
ables. 

Of the forty applications now before 
}the board one-half are for tariff in- 
| creases and the other for decreases. 
The applications cover a wide range of 
commodities, 

There are six cases relating to tex- 
{ tiles, which are of vital interest to 
manufacturers and importers of gar- 
ments and gabardines, cottons, wool- 
len goods, and similar goods; four of 
the applications relate to machinery 
of various kinds such as pumps and 
pimnp parts, water wheel governors, 
small hand sprayers, electric and pow- 
‘er plants and so forth; three applica- 
tions refer to the fron and steel in- 
dustry; three to chemicals, two to 
| wood products; two to food products; 
;two to the pulp and paper industry; 
and two to ropes and twines; while 
there are other problems referred to 
the board respecting coal and coke, 
magazines, oil, player piano music 
rolls, furniture, objects of art, tin, 
Mvestock and leather products.

‘reported for any year since 1922, but

God’s' Unity and Uniqueness, 
Deut. 6.4.— This passage, verses 4-9, 
the Jews called Shema, from the first; 
word of verse four in Hebrew, trans- 
lated Hear. The Shema 1s still recited, | 
together with Deut. 11.13-21, and Num. 
15.37-41, as the first act of worship 
in the Jewish synagogue, and twice 
a day by every adult male Jew. 

Hear, O Israel, Jehovah our God is 
one Jehovah, ‘This signifies not only 
the unity but the uniqueness of God. 
“In the Hebrew manuscripts the last 
letters of the word ‘Hear’ and ‘one’ 
are written large and spell ‘ed,’ the 
Hebrew word for ‘witness,’ because It 
wag belleved that this was a sort of 
brief creed, in which witness was 
borne to God and he was challenged 
to bear witness fo the loyal believer.” 
“Where the passage occurs in the 
Sabbath readings in the Jewish syna- 
gogae, the whole congregation repeat 
the Jast word, Achad (Jehovah), for 
several minutés together with the 
loudest vociferations.” — (Adam 
Clarke). 

“The sense of God's reality is a dlf- 
ferent experience from belief that 
God exists. All men believe that na- 
tural beauty exists, but some men feel 
it vividly, rejoice in it heartily, while 
others are never moved by it at all. 
A shadowy sense of God's reality is 
one great danger. We do not dis- 
believe that God exists, but we often 
lack a penetrating and convincing 
consciousness that we are dealing with 
him and He with us..

Time Limit for Tourists 


Automobiles Entering Canada From 
South May Now Stay for Sixty 
Days 
Ottawa.~-Permits for automobiles 
driven by tourists entering Canada 
have been extended from thirty to 
sixty days, according to an announce- 
ment by Hon. W. D. Euler, minister 

of customs and excise. 

In the past, American tourists en- 
tering Canada have been permitted 
to drive their cars in this country for 
| thirty days without payment of fees. 
This period has now been exteniled 
to sixty days with the option of an 
extension to ninety days under cer- 
tain restrictions. 

It is understood that tourists wish- 
ing to remain the full limit of time 
will be required to present identifica 
tion and credentials from authorized 
motor clubs or similar organizations. 
For some years past provincial g- 
ernments, Canadian automobile clubs 
and organizations interested in toe 
tourist traflic generally have been 
secking to have the thirty-day restric 
tion widened,
